European Chiidren Maltreated. 

An inhabitant of Mex informs us that the 
day before yesterday five European children 
living at Mex, while on errands for their 
parents, were attacked by a gang of native 
street boys with whips and stones, and that 
the sum of ten’ piastres was stolen from one 
of them. ‘Two young girls managed to run away 
from the young hooligans, but the other three 
children all received wounds of more or less 
dangerous nature. Two of the native boys were 
arrested and taken to the caracol, where the 
usual procés-verbal was drawn ap. 


Fira in Alexandria, 

A fire broke ont in Alexandria yesterday 
evening about 8 o'clock in a draper’s shop of a 
small street of the Mohamed Ali midan, and 
was only extinguished after more than a 
couple of hour's hard work by the fire brigade. 
‘The interior of the shop and its contents were 
completely destroyed, but the walls were left 
standing and the adjacent shops on either side 
were only slightly charred in places. Judging 
{rom the reports which we have received and 
from a visit to the seene of the fire the brigade 
mast have worked with great efficiency to have 
saved the shops on either side, and confined 
the fire to the interior of the one building. It 
is.said that the damages amount to £12,000, 
and that the insurance only covers £8,000. 
‘The shop was well stored with Manchester 
goods, the whole stock of which is destroyed, 
hut we would not be surprised to learn that 
their estimation at £12,000 is somewhat ex. 
agrrerated. 


Tho Cairo Polloe. . 

{So much has been said and written about the 
incompetency of our Cairo police in the local 
papers, that it is quite a pleasure to be able to 
report a really smart capture recently effected 
by the greatly maligned arm of the law. Rizk 
Awad, a keeper of a “tarboucherie” in Sharia 
Clot bey, lodged a complaint with the police 
at the end of last week, to the effect that Bank 
notes worth L.E. 600, which he had been carry- 
ing abont in one of his pockets for some days, 
had disappeared, but he was unable to give any 
definite information as to when or where he first 
bezame aware of the notes being missing. He 
stated that he was of opinion that he bad been 
robbed, although he could not point out any 
particular suspect. On the other hand, it was 
possible that he had simply lost them some- 
where in the street. With very little hope or 
chance of success the police took the matter 
in hand. Yesterday an agent of police, named 
Amer Mahanni,, while on duty observed a 
native approach a European and offer three 
notes of LE, 100 each for sale, “and his sus- 
picion being aroused, he took the native into 
custody, with the unexpected result that the 
whole of the missing sum was recovered. 
The matter is not yet settled, however, as 
discussion has arisen in regard to the payment 
of 10% of the value of the lost property which 
the owner refuses:to make, \and therefore, for 
the present, the money has been confiscated.

PRIZE DISTRIBUTION. 


MR. RJ. MOSS'S CIRCULAR. 


The Nationalist Press is still making merry 
over the facts mentioned’ in' the letter of Mr. 
Robert J. Moss, which appeared in our issue 


On Tuesday atternoon the session of St. An- 
drew’s Schools was brought to a close by an 
exhibition of work, and distribution of prizes, in 
the Boy's High School under the patronage 
of C. A. Greig Esq. H. B. M’s Acting Consul. 
Prior to the distribution of prizes a varied 
programme consisting of recitations and dia- 
lognes in English, French and Arabic was given 
in a large tent erected for the occasion— 
and large though it was it proved insufficient 
to contain the great assemblage of people, 
many of whom were unable to obtain seats. 
This vast gathering bore ample- testimony to 
the popularity of the school, and an examin- 
ation of the work on exhibition in one of the 
large class rooms of the school furnished the 
secret of this deserved popularity. This work 
comprised commercial book keeping in French 
and English, geography and maps, samples of 
essays and arithmetic in English, and sheets 
of Arabic writing and translation : but without 
doubt the best pieces of work in the exhibition 
were two large wall maps of Palestine, illustrat- 
ing Old and New Testament tines, which 
were drawn to perfection by Apostolos Con- 
stantinides. ‘The recitations and elocution were 
most creditable and showed that in all three 
languages taught, the pupils receive a thorongh 
training,—the only failing being that on 
account of the performance being in the open 
air and before such a vast assembly of people, 
the performers, in order to be heard had to 
speak rather loudly, and their best elocution 
could not be expected. ° 

The second part of the programme consisted 
of an operatta entitled “Abou Hassan” or 
“The Baker's Dream,” and considering it was 
the first occasion upon which such a thing has 
been attempted, the performance was ex- 
ceedingly good. 'The boys sang tunefally and 
acted creditably, Master H. Taylor making an 
excellent “Baker” whilst the “Caliph” was in 
capable hands with Master Batey. The other 
principals were also very good. I'he whole of 
the music, staging and scenery were directed 
by Mr. O. Stanley Heaton who deserves great 
credit and praise for his hard work and antir- 
ing energy in this branch of the work, 

The prizes were distributed by Mr. C.A. 
Greig, the principal prize winners being C. 
Mazarakis the dux of the school, and the two 
“Allan” Medallists, M. Oelbaum from the 
High School, and D, Abramovitch of the Low- 
er School. These medals—one for each school 
-—are presented annually by Major Allan, 
Glasgow, for Bible study, and the proficiency 
in this subject could be gauged by an ex- 
cellent essay on “The Life and Character of 
Samson,” written and exhibited by the medall- 
ist Oelbaum. 

After the distribution of the prizes Mr. C.A. 
Greig said that from what was seen of work 
inside and heard by all, they might rest 
assured that boys from St. Andrew's School 
received a very thorough education and.need 
not fear to go and take their places in any 
department as quite the equals of sboys from 
any other school, and that if any fault could be 
found it might be'the danger both to the staff 
and pupils of working too hard.

THE FINANCIAL CRISIS 


NATIVE OPINION. 

The vernacular Press is devoting a consider- 
able amount of space to the various aspects 
of the financial crisis, 

« Al Watan” in an article onthe abuses 
of company promoting in Egypt remarks :— 

“The conduct of the Egyptian Government 
with the various companies controlled by 
foreign interests has always been faulty and 
loose. Somehow or other every company of 


‘foreign capitalists can doin Egypt what in 


other countries is regarded next to impossible, 
either becausethe Government is.too indul- 
gent or because the laws and circumstances 
of the country allow ofabuse and mismanage- 
ment to an intolerable degree. The evil may 
be dueto a combination of causes and cireum- 
stances with which the autorities are unable 
to cope ; the difficulties may be rather in- 
surmountable in certain eases. But that our 
Government has for many years neglected to 
do its duty with these companies yoes with- 
ont saying. If ever a Government was over- 
ruled by foreign companies, that Government 
is undeniably our own 

“It is impossible for us to go into details 
about even one tenth of the many companies 
with whichthe country has been pestered, and 
which pursue a course of misrule unchecked 
and uncontrolled, ‘Take some of the oldest and 
best companies for example, of which the Cairo 
Water Company is a fine specimen. This com- 
pany promised to reduce the price of water in 
Cairo, at least in small houses. The promise 
was wrung from the managers after repeated 
representations to the Government by the 
Legislative Council and years of complaint in 
the local Press. Yet the reduction has been a 
farce and the enormous income of this company 
from year to 
year. ‘lhe same company levies a permanent 
tax of P.T. 5a month, as the price of its little

It appears that the want of proper supervi 
sion and official control is at the root of all 
trouble connected with these companies, No 
one in the various public departments is 
particularly responsible or concerned with the 
working of com] Complaints, therefore, 
are lost in chaos and the abuse of concessions 
goes on at-tull speed. Obviously there is need 
for a separate department in one of the 
Ministries to be entrusted with the work of 
snperintending and controlling all these com- 
panies in their work. The formation of this 
bureau or department will at once relieve the 
public and puta step to abuses which are 
without a parallel in other lands, We trast 
that the Government will consider our sng- 
gestion and eradicate an old evil once and 
for all.

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NATIONALIST IDEAS 


“Al Lewa,” which has “Nationalism” on the 

brain, urges a “National” Cotton Syndicate, 
That newspaper says :— 
one can now deny the fact that the 
yptian nation is progressing. 
“We accordingly seize the opportunity to ask 
Egyptian patriots to form a national syndicate 
for the sale ofourcotton and to prevent the 
stock-brokers from interfering or intermediating 
between the peasantry and the cotton mer- 
chants, and thus secure to the fellaheen the 
great gains made out of this business by these 
individuals. 

“The syndicate if formed can send a depnta- 
tion every year to Europe to agree with the 
financial houses and cotton factories on the 
question of prices, and to conclude contracts in 
the name of the syndicate. 

“The price lists should then be published 
every day in the local press during the cotton 
season so that the fellaheen may be kept in- 
formed of them and know the differences 
between the prices advanced by the brokers 


and those advanced by the syndicate. 

“The syndicate should in oar opinion be 
composed of men like Ismail Bey Dabbus, Abd 
el Latit Bey el Sufani to represent Al Behera 
Province ; Ahmed Fasha Abu el Fatouh and 
Moustafa Pasha Abu ‘el Ezz to represent 
Gharbieh ; Mahmoud Bey Abd el Ghaffar, Mah- 
moud Pasha Abu Hussein’s and Abd el Megid 
Bey Sultan to represent Menufieh; Ibrahim 
Pasha Murad, Saleh Bey el Shawarbi Galia- 
bieh: Moustafa Bey Khalil, Ismail Pasha.| 
Abasah, and Amin Pasha el Shamsi Gharbieh 
Province ; Mahmoud Bey el Shennawi Dakah- 
lich ; and the like in other provinces.of Upper 
Egypt. 'Mhe Dairas and Wakfs Administrations 
should also be represented on the syndicate.” 

The writer asks el Said Musa el Akkad to 
invite the members willing to compose a syn- 
dicate to a general meeting and to put the 
necessary plans for the work, before them. 

The writer adds that this article contains 
a summary of his opinion and suggestions 
regarding this all important subject and that 
they could be revised and amended, when con- 
sidered in detail.

SECOND STAGE OF THE CRISIS 


El Said Hassan Musa Al Akkad has con- 
tributed an article to “Al Ahram’”on the second 
stage of the financial crisis, from which we 
make the following extracts :— 

The cause of this e' is the newly created 
companies and the rush of the maddened 
speculators to buy their shares. 

The sole cure for the situation is to induce 
the Court of Appeal of the Mixed Tribunals 
to give a decision to theeffect thatthe recovery 
of accounts due should be postponed for four 
months, provided that the debtor is-able to 
give security in real estate, and that no duties 
should be staken for the mortgaged property 
unless the length of time given in the contract 
is more than four months. 

Such a decision would speedily induce the 
financial and commercial institutions to resume 
work and enable the companies to liquidate 
“behind the veil” and without the knowledge 
of the public. The solid establishments would 
doubtless in such circumstances save théir 
positions and the others would disappear. 

Those fond of speculating in stocks and 
shares should avoid transactions of the kind 
with any financial company that is not subject 
to the Egyptian law. 

The Government onght to create a surveil- 
lance bureau to supervise the companies 
throughout Egypt so as to save our country 
from getting entangled for the second time in 
a rninons crisis.
